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Tue population of our country 
stands at approximately 165 million peo- 
ple. Of these, 80 million have no church 
affiliation at all. This fact is attested to 
by all competent Catholic and Protestant 
authorities. Furthermore, of the 85 mil- 
lion professing a church affiliation, ap- 
proximately 20 million never go near a 
church or synagogue. This leaves a bal- 
ance of 65 million. Of these, 32.5 million 
are Catholics. And they tell us this is a 
Protestant country! 


Obviously, Ours is the greatest mission 
field on earth. We don’t have to leave our 
own homes to become missionaries. And 
Christ died to save Americans as well as 
the Chinese and Africans. Our own fel- 
low-Americans should mean more to us 
than the people of other lands because 
they are bound to us by the ties of a 
common citizenship, a common language, 
and a common love of country. Like the 
pagans, they know very. little about our 
Church, but unlike the pagans, in many 
instances they have been indoctrinated 
with anti-Catholicism, rendering them, in 
large’ numbers, more hostile than the 
pagans. 

But not all Americans have been so in- 
doctrinated. Young and middle age 
Americans who have never belonged to 
any religious organization, who have never 
read anti-Catholic books—who, in other 
words, have never been poisoned against 
Catholics—are quite friendly. If they 
were to affiliate with any religious group, 
their choice could well be the Catholic 
Church. 


But there is another reason for making 
America Catholic: a consideration of 
strategy. Our country right now, under 
the leadership of President Eisenhower, is 
at.a pinnacle of wealth and influence. As 
America goes, so goes the world. We know 
that:a nation cannot long continue half- 
pagan and half-Christian—divided, that is, 
by two diametrically opposed ideologies. 
One of these must win out. And if pagan- 
ism wins, then Democracy goes down the 


drain, for Democracy is based on the pre- 


mise that our rights come from God rather 
than from the state. 


Our program then is to make America 
Catholic—we won't say simply Christian, 
for Christ was a Catholic. If America goes 
Catholic, we've built a powerhouse, a ful- 
crum, a lever—call it anything you want, 
a powerful instrument for the conversion 
of the world. 


Our resources in carrying out this pro- 
gram are, first of all, about 47,000 priests, 
We also have 158,000 sisters, almost 9,000 
brothers, plus our 32.5 million laypeople, 
Now priests, brothers,, and sisters are 
hampered by their status as “professional” 
Catholics. Outsiders see them as having a 
“vested interest” in the Church. Hence, 
the bridge to the non-Catholic world is 
our Catholic laity. 


The non-Catholic knows our layman, 
trusts and works with him. It sees him,

day in and day out, and respects him. 
Millions of converts could be won each 
year if the laity would roll up its sleeves 
and pitch in. Waiting for prospects to 
flock to rectory doors will not win Amer- 
ica’s churchless people to Christ. We must 
go out into the highways and seek them 
out. 


Why aren’t there more converts each 
year? There are two outstanding reasons 
for this. First is the fact that so much rub- 
bish has been written and so much slush 
poured out in the name of religion during 
the past 50 years, that millions have be- 
come confused — disgusted even — and 
given up all hope of finding religious 
truth. The second reason is, simply, that 
no organized effort has ever been made, 
until recently, to reach these millions of 
churchless Americans. 

Millions of our fellow-Americans are 
still ignorant of the Catholic Church. The 
fault is not theirs. It lies at our own door- 
step. Only recently, when Catholic radio 
and TV programs were put on the air, and. 
the Knights of Columbus started their 
national public information campaign, was 
there any notable effort to understand and 
recognize religious prejudice as a condi- 
tion that can be banished through the dif- 
fusion of information. Over 1,300,000 
people have answered the K. of C. ads, 
asking for pamphlets and further infor- 
mation. Of this number, 96,000 placed 
themselves under instruction by mail. 


During the past few years the presses 
have turned out a steady stream of con- 
vert stories. We have had a spate of books 
by experts like Father John A. O’Brien, 
Bishop Sheen, and others on how to make 
converts. Catholic Information Centers 
have been set up in many of our large 
cities. It has all helped. We should thank 
God for it. The number of conversions 
has increased. . But, still, when all is said 
and done, we cannot point to any sky- 
rocketing figures in the number of yearly 
converts in the United States. 


We are moving ahead, all right, but not 
fast enough. And the reason is obvious; 

The average Catholic, the man or

thousand head hunters live. To these le every stranger is 


an enemy, and you can easily see that such beliefs can lead to 
all sorts of terrible acts. Indeed in 1953 eight hundred people 
lost their heads when the Naga warriors swept down from the 


mountains. } 

It is not possible for anyone 
along the border to go up into this 
hill-country jungle. One very ef- 
fective reason is the poisoned bam- 
boo points which the head hunters 
place in the ground as a trap for 
the unwary. Thus only one par- 
ticular pathway known to the 
tribesmen is safe, while the other 
slopes in the high grass will bring 
death. Consequently neither police 
nor army is-able to reach these 
people to persuade them that their 
days of head hunting must come 
to an end. 


There is, however, another 
stronger influence, which is slowly 
affecting the lives of these fierce 
warriors. It is the Catholic mis- 
sions of Don Bosco which are be- 
ing established along the border, 
and it will not be long before these 
tribesmen come to understand that 
all strangers are not enemies, and 
that the possession of someone 
else’s head does not make the pos- 


Father D..L. Ravalico of the So- 
ciety of Don Bosco who is in Amer- 
ica for a short time, told us about 
this interesting country. For 40 
rears he has been working there. 
osm in* Trieste, he entered the 
Salesian Seminary when he was 16, 
and shortly after that was sent to 
Assam so that he could learn the 
language and customs of the peo- 
ple while he was still young. 


American Fliers In Assam 


“Perhaps. your young readers 
will have heard of our part of the 
world,” Father Ravalico said. “Tell 
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them that the American pilots op- 
erating the China lift started from 
the airbase in Assam. From there 
they flew over the Hump on their 
way to China and Burma. This is 
now a civilian air base.” 

Except for the activities of our 
American boys, there is Httle that 
has a familiar ring in the story of 
Assam. Years. ago the. English 
found a high quality of tea grow- 
ing on the plains, and now there 


are over a thousand -tea planta-| 


tions there. 


rainfall that sounds to us almost 
unbelievable. 
hundred to five-hundred inches of 
rain falling each year! It is the 
wettest part of the world. Last 
year the floods were so heavy that 
some villages disappeared alto- 
gether. 


Rice is the main crop for the 
people, and because of the heavy 
rain it is difficult to grow many 
other vegetables. If the monsoon 
are especially bad and .ruin the 
rice crop, the result is tragedy for 
the people.. It is recorded that 
during the last 25 years in India 
some 32,000,000 persons died of 
starvation. In the province of Ben- 
gal alone, during 1943, the famine 
took three and a. half mitlion 
people. 


American Milk Saves Lives 


Father Ravalico said that the 
people are especially grateful for 
milk powder from America. With 
this they are able to distribute a 
cup of milk to the children at 
school each noon. For. many it is 
the only food they get during the 
day. This is sent by the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 


When Father Ravalico goes back 


to India he will start a new mis- 


sion center among the head hunt- 
ers in Manipur: this will be mainly 
for the people of the Naga tribes 
along the border of their hill coun- 
try. Through the years the Sales- 
ians in their schools have educated 
many boys from these tribes, and 
so the missionaries can move as

how the Boston Red Sox first base- 
man had died unexpectedly. 

But in Boston, it was the major 
story for three days. Granted that 
it was only so-covered in Boston 
ss but with the exception of 

abe Ruth, Knute Rockne and Lou 
Gehrig, I’ve never known a sports 
personality so honored in death as 
was Harry Agganis. 

His passing was either the ban- 
ner headline or the number two 
story on the front pages of all sev- 
en Boston newspapers from the 
time of his death through to his 
burial three days-later. There was 
little else on the sports pages. 
(Many younger readers of this 
column are also regular subscrib- 
ers of “The Catholic Boy,” and 
have seen the monthly 
cartoons of Bob Coyne. Mr. Coyne 
does a daily sports drawing for the 
“Boston Daily Record.” In four 
days, he did three on Agganis.) 

His body lay in state for two 
days. It was estimated that a total 
of 24,000 passed by to pay their re- 
spects. There were 2,000 


from the church to the cemetery, 
the procession passed by more 
than 20,000 who lined the streets. 
Among the 2,000 inside the church 
were the Governor Herter, of Mas- 
sachusetts, the Mayor Hynes of 
Boston,-and the Mayor Frawley of 
Agganis’ home town of Lynn, a 
suburb of Boston. 
Archbishop Lauds Career 

Agganis’ death was felt by per- 
sons in all walks, by persons of all 
faiths. He was not a Catholic boy, 
being a member of the Greek Or- 
thodox religion, but it is note- 
worthy that among those to pay tri- 
bute was Archbishop Richard J. 
Cushing of Boston. Archbishop 


Cushing, speaking to a tremendous’ 


crowd attending a Charity Field 
Day, held at Fenway Park, home 
of the Red Sox, on the day after 
Harry’s death, said: “A pall of sor- 
row hangs over Fenway Park for 
Harry Agganis, whose love for fair 
play has earned him a crown of 
everlasting glory. Death did not 
gain a victory. For him death had 
no sting. For him life has been 
changed. It has not been taken 
away. He is no more the great 
athlete. But who will say that he 
didn’t win the greatest battle, that 
of life? Loved by his teammates 
and followers and one who deserv- 
ed that love because of his kind- 


‘ness in helping so many people, he 


will be missed just when he was at 
the step of so promising a Career.” 
A reader of this would be bound 
to ask: “So he was first baseman 
of the Red Sox. But there must 
have been more to have received 
so many tributes.” There was. 
Agganis, but 26 when he died so 
suddenly of complications from 
virus pneumonia which were diag- 
nosed as embolism, was the out- 
standing high school football and 
baseball player developed around 
Boston in the post World War II 
era. He led Lynn Classical high to 
state titles in both sports. From 
the start he was a quarterback 
in football, a first baseman in base- 
ball. He went on to Boston Univer- 
sity, a school hardly natiomally rec- 
ognized as a football power 
but still, he was so good he won 
all-American honors. A couple of 
years ago, he was voted the out- 
standing player in the North-South 
Senior Bowl. There are many who 
believe he was an even greater 
football player than baseball per- 
former. Paul Brown = evidently 
thought so. He made him the num- 
ber one draft choice after the 1952 
season for his Cleveland Browns. 
But Agganis chose baseball, and 
signed with his hometown Boston 
Red Sox. It all added to his Boston 
fame. A great local high school 
star, who had been outstanding on 
the gridiron for a local college.

If Johnny’s and Mary’s friends formerly 
were roughly within the confines of the parish 
and many of their activities for that very rea- 
son parish-centered, they now move in wider 
circles and, through participation in the activ- 
ities of the school, do not feel the same need 
for parish-sponsored clubs, socials and organiz- 
ations. Granted that they should not think of 
what such activities can give them, but rather 
what they as young adults can contribute, the 
situation should be faced for what it is. If this 
attitude is present, it should not be overlooked 
that it is a motivating factor in parochial par- 
ticipation of many other, non-student Catholics,

America. The tragic fact re- 
mains that the average Catholic 
ever, in the course of a lifetime, 
ifts a finger, never goes one step 
out of his way to share the pre- 
cious heritage of his Faith with his 
churchless neighbor, It’s the old, 
old story of “Let George do it”— 
George in this case being. the 
riests and bishops: Yet the fact 
s that the job is too big for the 
clergy alone. In other words, an 
army of 47,000 priests is expected 
to accomplish what only an army 
of 32.5 million can achieve. 

The Catholic layman hears 
Christ’s command—"“Go ye into thte 
whole world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” But it never 
occurs to the average Catholic that 
this command includes him too. 
The fact is that every Catholic is 
under an inescapable and divine 
obligation to help in extending 
Christ's kingdom on earth. And it 
is only when every Catholic is con- 
vinced that he personally has an 
obligation to “Go” with the truths 
of his Faith to those who are wan- 
dering about in a spiritual vacuum 
—only then will any great advance 
will made toward converting 
America.

After the audience Mr. Nehru 
and his party called on Msgr.

Nehru held a press conference in 
which he restated not only his 
well known views regarding the 
need for coexistence but also re- 
affirmed India’s often proclaimed

Opening ceremonies of the Con- 
gress are scheduled for Sunday, 
July 17, 


With His Eminence Benedetto 
Cardinal Aloisi Masella, Papal 
Nuncio to the congress, scarce- 
ly a day’s journey from the coast 
of Brazil—he was Rio-bound on 
the transatlantic liner Augustus 
—hundreds of workers were put- 
ting the finishing touches to the 
gigantic square on Guanabara 
Bay, where the pontifical Masses 
and other solemnities will take 
place, and to the huge altar 
erected there. 


Already seen strolling through 
the streets were advance guards 
of the thousands of pilgrims from 
the. rest of Brazil and from its 
sister nations who have come to 
witness the second international 
Eucharistic tribute to take place 
in a South American country. 


LOCAL NEWSPAPERS, who 
have given much publicity to the 
congress, have estimated that a 
crowd of over a million will partici- 
pate in it. The foreign visitors will 
represent countries in all parts of 
the world, and they are expected 
to include some 16,000 from the 
United States. The congress will 
see the greatest array of ecclesias- 
tical dignitaries ever assembled in 
Latin America. 


Twenty-one Cardinals in all are 
due to arrive for the congress and 
most of them will be accommodat- 
ed in the homes of leading Brazil- 
ian families. Some. 300 -Archbish- 
ops and bishops, and a vast num- 
ber. of prams of many nationali- 
ties, will impart a.new air of splen- 
dor and color to the centuries-old 
capital, 


The liturgical commission of the 
congress has already prepared 400 
extra altars in the hundreds of 
Rio’s churches and chapels so that 
the visiting bishops and priests 
may offer the sacrifice during the 
great week-long event.

Ramon Novoa, to 
return from Rome to Buenos 
Aires. Both are now on their way 
to Rio de Janeiro for the Euch- 
aristic Congress. 

In Santiago, Chile, the newspa- 
per “La Nacion” published an in- 
terview in which President Peron 
was reported as telling ex-Chilean 
interview: “I have been a Catho-

Becaue the Christian Democra- 
tic Party is a center party com- 
prising sometimes conflicting cur- 
rents and tendencies, it would be 
illusory to think the party as a 
whole could yield to the right or 
left.

In 
April of that year, the Ellises were 
informed by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Welfare that 
Probate Court judges in the state 
were not granting adoption per- 
mission where there was a dif- 
ference of religion. They decided 
to attempt it in spite of this fact.

THE MEETING, which is being 
held in response to wishes voiced 
by many Latin American bishops, 
will be presided over by His Emi- 
nence Adeodato Giovanni Piazza, 
in his capacity of secretary of the 
Saered Consistorial Congregation, 
which has charge of such matters. 
The congregation is one of three 
of which His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII himself is prefect. 

Cardinal Piazza, Archbishop Sa- 
more and two other officials of the 
Roman Curia plan to fly to Rio de 
Janeiro on July 17. 

Cardinal Piazza will be assisted 
by Archbishop Antonio’ Samore, 
secretary of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion for yes ge enn Ecclesiasti- 
cal Affairs, who has long been in 
the diplomatic service in Latin 
America and is familiar with the 
Spanish language. 

Vatican circles stress the na- 
ture of the coming meeting as a 
“conference” to study religious 
problems facing the Church and 
the methods of solution. They 
point out the difference between 
such a conference and a “plen- 
ary council.” While the latter 
has a juridical character, mak- 
ing decisions subject to the ap- 
proval of the Holy See, a con- 
ference is of a more informal 
nature, being mainly dedicated 
to studying problems = and 
searching for possible solutions. 
Hence, the Rio Conference will 
be quite different from the 
Plenary Council of the Latin 
American countries held at 
Rome in 1900 under Pope Leo 
XIII.
